Many thanks for your letter of 15 th April 
telling me of your proposed visit to this side. If 

present plans hold I expect to be on leave during the 
first two weeks in September, and therefore if it 
would suit you equally well, I think your suggestion 
of reaching London approximately mid-October would 
seem to be most suitable at this end. 

I agree that we should hold our Joint 
Coordination Committee Meeting when you are in London, 
and when you are able to let me know a little more 
closely the dates on which you expect to be here, I 
will confirm with Clark, who presumably will wish to 
take the meeting, that this will be suitable for him.

from Her Majesty's Government as to the scope of and 
requirements from such an operation.
